The Key of the Great Lake Commerce and 
Shipping Industries — Greatest Locks in 
the World— A Fine District De- 
veloping and Tisro Twin Cities 
Growing .Rapidly - The 
Army is There. 

Sauit Ste. J.Iaric, as ks name indicates, was 
founded by the hardy French voyagers and 
explorers, who descended the St. Lawrence, 
crossed lakes, and founded a post to command 
the lucrative fur trade coming down from 
Lake Superior, Once an important point in 
early wars, it now occupies a still more im- 
portant position, for it .commands ithe world's 
greatest waterivay, which yearly is becoming 
of vaster extent. During the season of 
navigation 25,000 vessels pass up and dov/n, 
carrying iron nrr^ wheat, and lumber a= their 
chief freight. There may be seen the old, 
staunch wooden vessel, the modern steel- 
plated monarch, the 

queer - looking whale- . 

back, and some mag- 
nificent passenger _ 

steamers. 

Twenty iiiiUiou tons 
of iron ore alone arc 
carried annually from 
the Lake Superior iron t _ - .__ _^ 
mines to the furnaces b*"^^^^'-^ 
of Ohio and Pennsyl- 
vania. 

To circumvciil liit 
rapids of the Ste. Marie 
River L-,:.'o fine canals 
have been btuit — one 
on the Canadian and 
one on the American 
side. 

The Canadian car.ai 
is 6,000 feet long, with 
one lock, 900 by 60 feet, 
Tind \y feet draught, 
and cost over two mil- 
lion dollars. 

The Amcri an canal 
has two locks The Poe Lock was completed 
in 1896, a.id i-' the largest in the world, being 
800 feet long, by loo feet wide, and 20 feet 
draught. It cjst nearly four millioh dollars, 
and can accc nmodate four of the largest 
steamers ?t < ice. the old Wcitzei Lock, 
finished in iB 7, is 551 feet by 80 fuet, and 
cost over §2,0 .-o.ooo. 

On the Ca; adiaii side the Lake Superior 
Poiver Co. have developed 20,000 horsepower, 
nsed by the Pulp and Paper Mill and other 
factories. 

On the American sid<: millions have been 
ii vested to develop 50,000 horsepower by a 
magnificent power canal. The capital of the 
pov.er plant and industries on both sides re- 



presents one hundred million dollars, and this 
IS onlv the beginning. 

The population of the twin citv is estimated

French Chamber Passes Bill for Sjpararion, 
The hill frir ihe .'icp.irntiori of Ciiiircii anil 
State passed the Chamber of Deputies by the 
decisive vote of 341 to 233. The result was 
greeted v.'ith Governmen/tal cheers and Op- 
position hisses, and there was intense excite- 
ment. The system swept away by this Hill 
dates from rSor, v.'hcn the famous Concordat 
was signed by Pius the Seventh and Napol- 
eon. This gave religfion Governmental status,

,vith the clergy paid by the State, and the 
entire church administration being under the 
direction of a m.cmber 0* the President's Cab- 
inet. The new system abolishes all laws and 
regulations under the Concordat, and termin- 
ates the authority ot the Concordat itscii.

Qur 
officers give themselves up to make the men

The reverse Is xa.lber tlie case — the dteper the 
hcatbEiilsin, the greater is the superstition, aiiu 
amonsBt the native tribes of South Africa tbtre are 
some wonderful legends, whlcli sound like fantastic 
and far-off echoes from the eternal world. 

iMr. R. C. Huasell, a hlgbly-esteemed Natallan 
icaiueuL lu Luuiion, contributes to the Westmlnsier 
Gazette the memory of a conversation with a Zulu 
chief, who explained to him their worship of " the 
unknown Grod." 

"Drought held the land of kraals in its arid vice; 
parched fields and dust ankle-deep told the tale of 
a rainless year, and desjiair was in the heart of 
Utnyenl, an aged headsman of his tribe, full of 
wrinkles and InSrntitles, 

"1 had to come to collect his hut-tas, and talked 
with him In the fruitless mealle-fleld. 

"'Nkosi (master), we shall all perish aa the flying 
ants," he cried, ' unless the Chief of chiefs hearkens 
to our sacrifice; ten ■bJacic Tjxen have we ofiered to 
Kim in vain.' 

"'Why black oxen?' I asked. 

" ' That the sky may be overcast wltli black clbuds 
bearing showers In their hearts." he replied. 'Rain 
comes from Utfxo alone, who rules the sun and moon, 
Giver of white light after duak that men may go 
and njt be Injured. He is also Lord of thunOer and 
hall. If our cattle are smitten by lightning, we say. 
"He has slaughtered tor Himself amonjE; Hia own 
food"; If a ■tribesman is struck and dies, It Is said

" Tli.e qualUlea of Imagination and persistence to 
which Thomas A. Edison attributes hla success as 
an Inventor began to develop In iilm In early boy- 
hood," says the World's Work. A story of his own 
telling is the best evidence of the truth of the 
assertiun. 

"1 used to be a railway newsboy on the run from 
Huron to Cleveland," said Mr. Edison. " I got very 
much interested in electricity from hanslng around 
telegraph offices, where my chum and I learned how 
to ' send ' and ' lake.' We liad a lot of fun Tvlth it 
in the spare time we had when wc were off the run, 
which was not enough, however, to atiit me. I 
' v,'anted to stay up late at nlshts making experiments 
with the batteries and instruments, but my father 
had the old-fashioned notion about ' early to bed 
and early to rise," and insisted that I go to bed at 
nine o'clock, when I would come In evenings with 
a buncb of the day's newspapers that I Jiad not sold, 
my father would start in to read them, and at nine 
o'clock I had to go to bed, while he sat up till eleven 
o'clock rcMiiJing ctie news, l could not nee any reason 
why I should go to bed before he did, but I couldn't 
convJnr.p him. sry I saw that soiiiG strategy wis 
necessary If I were to be allowed to stay up late. 

"I had an idea how I could 11k it, and my chum 
and I carried It out. He lived In IJie housi neirest 
ours, a short hundred yards .away, with an apple 
orchard between. Wc got a wire clothes line and 
strung it on the apple trees from my bed-toom tn 
his, and I made batteriea out of some Mason truit 
Jars to supply the current.

The night after sverythlng was In shape I didn't 
bring my papers home; my chum took them all to 
his house.

MOST DEADLY OF ALL SNAKES. 

Indrdn Cobra has a Rocord of Ovdr Twenty Thou- 
sand VictimB B Year, 

The Indian cobra, or cobra dl capello (Naja tri- 
pudlans). Is -the moat deadly of all snakes. It In- 
habits India and Ceylon, (Burmah, the AiidaL".2.n3, 
Southern China, Indo-China, and the Malay penin- 
sula and archipelago. In the Himalayi-'^ <<c ""-~ 
extends to an altitude of eight thousand feot. To 
the west It ranges to Afghanistan. Northeast Persia, 
and South Turkestan, as fflr as the east coast ol the 
Caspian Sea. 

■Cobras are most active at night. They feed on 
small animal", birds' eggs, frogs, flsh. or insects 
They attack hen toosLs and swallow the eggs whole. 
They drink a great deal of water, althouF^h ihej' can 
live for weeks, or even months. In captivity, without 
touching food or water. Cobrss can climb, and 
occasionally ascend trees Jn search of food. As a 
rule they are not aegreEBlve, and, unle.ea interfered 
with or Irritated, they crawl along the ground with 
'neck undllated, locking like ^ome harnilac» snake; 
but the moment they are disturbed they a.ssume a 
menacing attitude. The poison of a cobra, when 
thoroughly inoculated by a fresh and vigorous speci- 
men. Is quickly fatal. ParaylsU of the nerve centre 
takes place and death follows rapidly, somf^tlmes In 
a few minutes, especially when the fangs, iiaving 
penetrated a vein, inoculate poison Immediately Into 
the venous circulation. The venom is Jiarmleo^, how- 
ever. If -taken Internally, nor is It latal when brought 
in contact with a mucous surface, such as the in- 
terior of the stomach or tne eye. 

India.n tradition relates that Buddha provided the 
ccbra with " spefctaclea " to enable It to ward ott 
the attacks of Its old enemy, the Bramlnny kite, 
Tliestr •* spectacles " seem to he restricted to the 

of the African cobras. 

When searching for prey the cobra glides about 
easily and quietly, but once excited he raises his 
head and a large part oi his body straight lu the 
,i-ir, while the remainder is gathered beneath In a 
coll as a kind r.r s-appcrt. Uls r.esl ivmlilie irtovs- 
ment Is to spread out his upper ribs latei-.tlly, ex- 
tending six or more Inches downward from the liead, 
thus converting his neck into a " thin, flattened oval 
disk, four or Ave Inches broad." This Is the " hood," 
which is found in the Indian and, In a sma 1 iegree, 
on the North African cobra, but Is entirely wanting 
In the form found in South Africa, Above the hood 
protrudes the head, expectant, and held horizontally, 
facing the foe. 

Probauiy tiie i^veru-ge ^jinual nurr.bGr cf the cobra's 
victims in India alone, which Is placed at about 
twenty thousand, would be very much greater If II 
did not possess such a nervous teniperament. which 
often leads the snake ixt strike at a moving ohjcct 
long before It l.^ nen.r enough to reach the otject 
effectually, thus wasting a large amotmt of venom. 

When a cobra strikes hn hlimoa sudibly -3T!-1 Im- 
mediately reassumes his erect position, and vhu5 he 
continues to act aa long as danger menaces, if a. safe 
avenue of escape doej not present Itself. The turn- 
ing from left to right, as above mentioned, coiiptitutes 
the so-called "cobra dancing" which many hive nt- 
trlbuted to the Jrfluence of -music, but which, com- 
bined wiiji the appearance of faintness .-md de.-it'n 
which these snakes BOmetlmcB aBsuroe, is lutjieily 
preferable to the noturaj tactics of defence .i!:d at- 
tack, while the "fainting" Is simply a temporarr 
wejikened condition due to the extremely nervous 
and exclt.'Ujlc disposition.

Conviction fastened itself upon my jOul, 
sinking deeper and deeper unitii it seemed that 
the weigiht of my sins would crush nie into a 
bottomless hell.

The prayer meeting began. It needed not 
great persuasion to induce me to remain, no- 



was it long ere I fell upon my knees seeking 
mercy.

A Glorious Climax^-Long series of Triumphs 
— Tract of Land Donated — New Salva- 
tion Order — Enormous Crowds At- 
tend Farewell Gatherings

Perth, July and. 

The General's great Australian campaign 
is at an end! 

The closing scenes were delightful. 

^^^^K■ imess is most eulogistic, endorsing the 
Army's latest emigration plans as they affect 
Ihe Commotlwealth, 

Showers of itelegrams have been received 
ftOm the Governot-Generdl, Govertlois, Pre- 
miers, and others, wishing the General God- 
speed. 

Sorrow and joy gloriously mingled, testify- 
ing to the deep and far-reaching character of 
the campaign. 

The events which have rvcriirre.d since my 
last report served lo bring things up to a 
fitting climax. 

The General has been received by the 
Governor, the Cabinet, and six corporations. 

The Premier of West Australia, on behalf 
of the Government, has donated a tract of 
land for our Prison Gate Work. 

The General's visit to the goldfields drew 
enormous crowds to the stations. 

In honor of the visit, the Gcner.il planted 
two trees in the main street oi iS,aigcoriic, 
whicTi will remain as a memorial of l.is jour- 
ney to the goldfields of the west. 

A mass meeting was held in the huge sta- 
tion-like car-bam, all the managers of tiic 
mines being present. 

The General spoke for it'he space of two 
hours, captivating his audience by his sin^ 
cerity and eloquence. 

The Perth njeetings were overwhelming in 
numbers, infiu.nce, and blessing. 

The Army's 40th anniversary was celebrat- 
ed, the State jovernor. Premier, and Chief 
Justice being present, 

The General declared his intention of im- 
medl-itely forndng an Order of Poverty for 
special work a.nongst the poorest classes. 

As to the n:eetings generally, they were, 
as indicated, of a high standard, and attended 
by enormous crowds. 

A Jew came 350 miles to be de'-vered from 
the drink curst; an Envoy 650 miles, and at 
least four hundred people from 100 to 300 
miles. 

The Premier, Cabinet Ministers, and the 
Mayor remained an hour in the prayev meet- 
ing, and witnessed a man leap over the rail 
and rush to the mercy seat. 

The General was in capiLai fightiiig trim. 
He has g.-:ined eight pounds in weight since 
the campaign opened, his recipe being a 
simple diet, constant industry, reasonable 
care and sleep, and strong faith in God. 

Commissioner McKie and his Stafi arc 
jubilant over the results, and are already 
bending their backs to conserve them and to 
launch their Self-Denial effort. They send 
loyal greetings to the Chief of the Staff and 
International Salvation Britishers.

A Cotnplaint and a Protest Against the Play- 
ing Oi Sonie Aniiy Bands. 

Many complaints levelled against Army 
bands that have come to my knowledge -vviil 
not stand investigation. They are made by 
people who do not understand nnibic, and 
such as are ignorant of the real [.ttts about 
the formation, training, and general work ot 
our bands. Even a few musical people have 
made a complaint or two, which have conic 
from lack of sympathy rather than from a 
just estimate of thoir character and labors 

But when every allowance is made, there 
are some complaints which even the lovers 
and friends of Army bands must admit are 
well founded, asiu the one I want to ucjI wrtli 
Oil tills occasion is tnat which the tltlL Ot ttlis 
article suggests — over-blowing. 

This evil is deserving of the scv^'-est con- 
dcmnaticn whenever it occurs, foi .> I3 un- 
questionably a bad ithing for thv plaiS', for 
the band as a whole, and for the hstLiitr. to 
the player it is a serious o'Dstacle lu tnc k- 
quisition of a full, round, beautiful tone, and 
also to shading and variety of tone, as well 
as correct intonation. 

Overblowing is desitructive t© a band's in- 
terest by damaging the ensemble, c?i'STig:'E 
tone to be linev'en and bad in qualiiv, rfs Vrcll 
as rendering its efforts similar to those of a 
wild horse that plunges here and thtic with- 
out response to bit or bridle. To the listener 
the evil habit of playing fortissimo ah the 
time makes it a torture instead of a jileasure 
to be present when the band takes part in a 
meeting. lit goes without saying tHat l^i'": 
bad way of playing means a great waste ot 
energy on the pa£± of the players, and is at- 
tended with physical risks such as correct 
playing never involves. 

Bands that are guilty of this fault .-re not 
so numerous as they once were, tb 'iil^-> to tnc 
^nusical improvement effected in i.^^L corps 
This is the result of a clearer kmw ledge of 
the conditions on which good I'lj'Ug ^^ 
pends, and also a more satisfactory giasp of 
the points which go to make up IIil pcufict 
band. But even yet there arc pia.'i v.'i'.e"", 
instead of being a means of attracting people 
to the inside meetings, the bands, 1 i Lause Ot 
the din in the halls arising from the coiitiiiir 
ously loud playing, keep them av 
in the streets the perpetual forti? 
most beyond endurance, but whcr. 
thirty players blow with all thci 
a hall in which from ten to fiftcc- 
struments would be ample if well i 
>t be wondered at tliat many poop 
constant roar of coarse, vulgar ton proti 
by the over-blowing "ucj-onil cvt 
ancc of those who wisii well to :r 
to the band themselves? 

It is possible, of eourse, to get '- jmojv 
hardened after bearing with the 11 '-^ f" 
number of years; but even in tha ct-o it iS 
a calamity for a musical ear to lo>-c .1'' sensi- 
tiveness to such an o.ttnt that it nii sctuc 
down undisturbed bv the blatant '='""'"-'• f,^ 
brass band ill-itralned and badly ma nS"'' ■'' 
the matter of tone. , 

Let it be understood tlut it i<: not llic iifR 
instruments that arc at fault when i}'''^'' j'fj 
indoor niertings, for ^■''iicu properly liandifi 
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music can be whispered through them that 
cannot but charm the ear and move the soul 
by the sweetness of the sound, and the ^cntk- 
floating thrcugli llie air of Ihe phras^cs of 
which the music is formed. This kind of 
playing invites singing, and stimulates mind 
and heart to think of heavenly things. The 
fortissimo-all-the-time style, however, makes 
it a folly to sing, apart from the fact that siirli 
playing in itself has no power to create a 
desire ito sing. 

Neither is the fault under consiJeraLion to 
be charge<3 to Army music, for no single set- 
ting of a tune will be found to support this 
evil of playing as loud as possible all the 
time. On the other hand, it must be said that 
the music, when rendered in such a style, is 
being most cruelly treated, and po.sitivcly mis- 
represented to the public. 

There is no doubt that Army bands, owing 
to so much playing ou ithe streets, are apt 
to get into the habit of playing too loud, and 
of taking the outdoor style wiih them into 
the halls, instead of in most cases making a 
marked difference in itonc and speed for in- 
door work. Bad training accounts for much 
of this evil, and lack of real musical discipline 
is partly the cause on the part of the band- 
master. It is not always a fact that, when a 
band accompanies, it understands its proper 
place is secondary ito the singing. Who is 
at fault here? Has the bandmaster, first of 
all, been at any pains to inculcate the truth 
that the band is to aid and encourage sing- 
ing; and, in the second place, has ht done 
anything inrthe practice-room to get tht play- 
ing of the standard tuifcs for singing into a 
-State whicli will make It a real help in the 
meetings, and not a destructive force caused 
by reckless over-biowing? 

The timie has come when the musical eiiorts 
of the Army must no longer be spoilt by 
ignorance, indiscretion, reckless disregard of 
the conditions of correct and fitting playing 
:r, the .T.eetingF, and a useless waste oi e;;ergy 
on the bandsmen's part. The assistance 
which the General and the Chief have given 
to Army music deserves every bandsman's 
gratitude. Surely it is a poor return to allow 
ithis senseles-, hurtful, improper, unmusical 
Over-blowing to injure the singing in Army 
meetings, ani force people away with the just 
exc'se for tiieir absence that a band tliat 
plays ff all ■ he time is intolerable, both to 
saint and sinaer. 

Let every bandmast-er come ito a right 
judgment; pia.no playing is one of the surest 
tests of a band's proper training, and of a 
bandmaster's sound work ; fortissimo piaying, 
of the style against which this protest is 
raised, is merely an inartistic display of lung 
power, and b ands as jncompctcnit the band- 
master who tolerates it. — R. S.

Furtermore, while lit is true that if a 
man has prior experience in farming, his 
Success is so much more earlia- realized, we 
have proved that men, who were so ignorant 
of country life as to hardiy know the differ- 
ence between a plough and a harrow, have 
been amongst our most promising agricul- 
turalists. Again, the statement so often made 
that our people would neither work nor pay 
has been absolutely disproved. The energy 
of most of them is everywhere apparent on 
their farms, and they have paid over to the 
Army every dollar that couHd be consistently 
Squeezed from the money realized from the 
sale of their crops. 

Future Still More Promising. 
What the future has in sitore for this 
branch of social endeavor is difficult to sa^, 
and depends entirely upon the amount of 
money placed at our disposaL Certain it is, 
though, that the work should go on. What 
has been done in a comparatively small way 
should be easier of accomplishment in a larger 
one. We tiave proved beyond douht the cap- 
acity of city men to make farmers, and with 
the many millions of fertile acres in Uncle 
-Sam's thrice blessc(d domain now lying idle, 
each capable of contributing its quota of grain 
or vegetable or meat for the support of human 
life, what valid reason is there for not send- 
ing lliilhcr the thousands who clamor lor a 
colony home, that they may prove the almost 
prophetic wisdom of the poet who long ago 
=aiig of the trans-Mississippi region — 

" When a man is a man if he's willing to toil. 
And the poorest may gather the fruits of the 
soil"? 

Not alone in the West, however, do con- 
ditions offer the essentials of success in this 
respect, :but on ithe cheap lands of the South, 
on the deserted farms of the East, and, for 
that matter, all over this heaven-kissed coun- 
try. Here, then, is an opportunity for the 
philanithropic to put their money, not where 
it will be consumed in afifordiiig Leinpuiaiy _ 
relief only, but where it will be invested in 
a plan that not only enables men io help 
themselves, but brings it back for re-invest- 
ment. 

Reverse the Cityward Tide, 
Let it not be supposed that from what has 
been said about the conditions which resulted 
in the birth of the colony, the plan is of 
service only during the special periods of 
depression or want, or that if undertaken at 
all times it should be done merely as a safety- 
valve against such periods. The fact is that 



the genera! tendency of humanity is city^ 
wards, not only on the part of tlie farmer'? 
boys and grirls, but on thp part of the majority 
of our emigranits, who are city-bred, and only 
come to our shores for the opportunities 
w.hich our cities offer. As a consequence, 
there is in most parts, at all times, a large 
surplusage of labor. This condition has its 
bad moral and physical consequences, to say

nothing of its spiritual effects on large num- 
bers of people who fimd themselves crowded 
ouit of emplovment. Those who feci it first 
and most are the Americans themselves, be- 
cause they have been used to a degree of 
domestic comfort which has been denied to 
the more frugal foreigner, vvtiose labor is oft- 
tin its sought in preference to that ot the 
natjv/e son, since he can work on less because 
he can live on less. Leit us strive, therefore, 
to reverse this cityward current, and not only 
keep Uncle Sam's children on the health- 
giving and character-making farm, but let 
us pilot there al.so the stranger within our 
gates, that he, itoo, instead of becoming a 
competitor for the work in our cities, may 
become an agriculturalist and avfell the ex- 
ports to foreign lands, of thi.s great commis- 
sary of the world. 

In conclusion, permit mc to say thajt I was 
privileged to be the first manager at Amity. 
I went out with its original pioneers, and 
.laving grown up with the pliiu shuuld know 
the weak spots in its armor. 1 watched those 
colonists struggle with the native sod, and 
build their homes and irrigating ditches. I 
saw thorn persevere with initial difficulties, 
because each man said, " This farm is going 
to be my own." Further, I give it as my 
serious and mature judgment that I can con- 
^sive of no higher or better form of philan- 
thropic endeavor than this very colony 
scheme, one of the most remarkable ol whose 
features is that it performs its rtask practically 
without cost, in as much as the keystone of 
the whole undertaking is work.

Five r.ionths ago, while stationed in tlie Pacfflc 
Coast Province, 1 received murchiiig uideis, "'}'"^^' 
read as follows: "Pioceed to liast untiiin' j.ioniii->., 
and assist SloJE-Capt. Perry in soul-saving worlc.^ 
Obeying. I eventually found myg.lt In tho offlcers 
quarters in Gananoque. The meeting in tlie barracks 
was not yet finished, and for a few minutes i trem- 
bled, wondering who and what kind of a person the 
Staft-Captain was. At ioflt the door swung open and 
in camp the man who J was to have the pleasure of 
Hghllng side by side with, as I thought, for a year 
at least- 

The StafE-CaptaIn made right for where I was 
sciated and gave me a loving and most hearty hand- 
shake, which banished every fear, and at once 1 
r^^elved -the Impression that before me stood a true 
man of God. 

He captured me by his very humble, yet most 
noble, spirit. His eyes seemed to look right through 
me; his "God bless you, iSheard " still rings in my 
ears. We talked till midnight. 

During my five months' close companionship, 
right up to the very hour of his death, I found I was 
working with a loyal Salvationist.

CHAPTER XXXIV. 
THE LONG PARLIAMENT.— A.D. 1641-1649. 
When Charlea I. waa oDllBed to ca.ll his Paiiiami-nt, 
the House ol Commons met, aneeied at the leiifith 
ol tiline that had oassed .sincp their 1;^^ !ir.'!n t-.:ill,-.-I 
una aeter.^!r.ed to U3r their ui.iJui-Liiiiiiy, They 
speedily put ansr.l boti.>i to the p.iympiu nf ^i,!... 
money and to the Court ot the Star Ohaiv.ljcr; and 
they threw Into prison the two among the Kings 
(rlcnda w.'iom they most disliked, namely, Areh- 
blahop Lnud and the Jilarl oc StiafCord. The eail had 
heen sovernor of Ireland, and Jiad kept ffreal order 
there, but severely; and 3\e thought that Lbe kins 
was the only person who ought to liave any power, 
and was always adviBins the king to put down tili 
resistance by the strong hanj. He was tlioneht a 
htii-d man, and very much Jiated; and when he was 
tried the Houoes oI Parliament gave sentence against 
him that be should be beheaded. Still, thli) could 
not be done without the Idng-'s wai-ranl; and Charles 
at first stood out aealnat Blvlng up Jil.s lalth/ul 
friend. But there v/am a great tumult, and She queen 
and her mother grew frightened, and en treated ihe 
king to save himself by elvlng up Lord StiaHoid, 
until at last he consented, and signed the paper or- 
dering the eicecutlon. 

The Parilamsnt only askerl more and mor,^. aiiJ 
at Jaat the king thoug-ht he must put a check on 
theni. Ho he resolved to go down to the Huuse and 
cause the five members who spoke most against li;s 
power to be taken ■prisoners in his own presence. 
But he told his wife what he intended, and Henri- 
etta Maria wa.s ,so fcollsh as to tell LaJy Carlisle, 
one of her ladles, and she sent warning to tl^e five 
gentlemen, so that they were .not In the House when 
Charles arrived; and the Londoners rose up In a 
great mob, and showed themselves so angry with 
him, that he took the queen and his children away 
Into the country. The queen took her daufhter Mary 
to Holland, to mnrrj' Ihe Prince of Orange; and there 
she bought muskets and gunpowder tor her hus- 
band's army — for things had come to such a pass 
now that a trivil war began. This war hetween 
Charle.'j I. and the Parliament was to decide whethei- 
tlie king or the Hou.ii! or cnrnmons Hliould bf. moat 
imwerrul, Those ^'no held v.-lth the king called 
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because they often ohoSe not to wear their ho-lr In 
the prevailing faahlon, long and (lowing on their 
shoulders, hut rut ah™-t i^und Ihch- hc"d= ■"I"st c* 
Uie Koundhcads were Puritans, and liateT" the 
Prayer-book, and all the strict rules tor religious 
worship that Archblslmp Laud had brougiht in' and 
the Cavaliers, on the other .hand, held by th? bishops 
and the Prayer-book. Some ot the Cavaliers were 
very good men Indeed, and led holy and Christian 
lives, like their mnator the Vilns. but 'jhare were 
ot.-cr.i who wuii; only noid, dashing men, cai-elesa 
and full of mirth and mi.=;f.hir.f: ,nrt ii;e p.j..iLa.:5 
were apt to think all amusements and pleasures 
wrong, ao that they made out the Cavaliers worse 
tiian they really Tvere. 

The king's party had been the most u-ed to war, 
and they prospered the most at first; but. as ilie 
Koidiers ot the Parliament became trained, they gain- 
ed the advantage. One of the members of Parlia- 
ment, a gtntlemaii named Oliver Cromwell, soon 
showed himself .to be a nuich better captain than any 
one else In England, and from the time he came to 
the chief command the i^arliament always had the 
victory. The places of the three chiet battles were 
Kilgehill, llarston Moor and Nasehy, The first wa.s 
doubtful, but the other two were great victories of 
the Roundheads. Just after Marston Moor, the Par- 
liament put to death ArohbLshop Ij.iid, though they 
could not tind anything he liad done agalnsi: the law; 
and at the same time they forbade the use of the 
Prayer-hook, and turned out all the narlah priests 
from the churohes. putting in tlieir .-,LKa'ii jn,!n chosen 
after their own fashion, and not ordained by bishops. 
After the battle of N.Tsphy, King Ohartes was In 
.■iui-h distress thai h= thought he would go to the 
Scots, rtniembering that, though he had oBeiided 
tlieni by trying to make them use the Prayer-book, 
he had been born among IJiein, and he thought they 
would prefer hi In to the English. But when he 
came, the Scottish army treated hini lllie a prisoner, 
and showed him very few honors; and at last they 
gave bim uii to the Eiigiisii Pariiannent for a great 
sum of money. 

So Charles \iaa a prisoner (o his own subjects. 
This Parliament is c:i:ied the Imub Parliament, be- 
cause -it s;it longer than any ollur Parliament 'ever 
did; indeed It had pas-sed, witli the king's conseivt, a 
resolution liiat It conld not be dissolved.
